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MARINE HKRO'S LETTER 


Nobody but those who have actually seen 


the barbarism of the Japs can really undeiv 
stand how bestial they are in warfare. And 
these are the brutes our young men are 
fighting. 


Marine Sergeant George C. Munier of this 


city, who was killed on Okinawa on May 12, 
saw the results of Japanese barbarism on 
Guadalcanal. He saw where the Japs, when 
trapped, ate our marines and natives. He 
saw where they vivisected our marines while 
they were alive. He saw what was left of 
the bodies of the nuns, women and girls after 
the Japs got through with them. 


Sergeant Munier wanted the people of his 


home town to know of the brutality of the 
enemy. He felt they should know, because 
in knowing the facts they could be depended 
upon for full support. 


The marine hero felt that he would be 


called upon to make the supreme sacrifice, 
together with many of his buddies, if they 
were to keep this enemy from the shores of 
the United States and the American people 
from their brutal clutches. 


The letter he wrote to his mother, which 


he requested be opened and published in The 
Freeman in the event of his death, was 
printed in Monday's issue of The Freeman. 


A perusal of this letter is recommended so 


that we might judge for ourselves whether 
or not we are worthy of the sacrifices made 
by Marine Sergeant Munier and his com- 
rades.

FOOTNOTE 1'OK ACCURACV 


The atroclly stories that come out of Germany, 


amply documented by photographs, motion pic- 
tures, etc., and duly attested for accuracy by a 
Committee of Congress which visited the spot, are 
unmistakably horrible and inhuman. No one can 
speak one word of defense of German or any other 
brutality, nor can such conduct ever be condoned. 


However, the other night 1 heard one of the In- 


specting congressmen speak of these horrors and 
he did not make it perfectly clear, as he should 
have, that what he was talkinu about were'German 
concentration camps where principally 
Germans 


were treated inhumanly by Germans; he should 
have made it perfectly clear beyond any possible 
doubt or error that he was not .speaking about 
Prisoner of War Camps where Americans were 
held. So I looked over a lot of material on the 
subject and discovered a pattern 
of 
ambiguity. 


True, nowhere did I lind that these Germans were 
called Americans, but nowhere did 1 find a-bcyond- 
doubt Indication that they were not Americans. 


I do not know who worked out this pattern of 


ambuity and what he imagines is being accom- 
plished hy It. Most people somehow realize that 
these camps do not hold our sons but European 
noliticos whom the Nazi haled, just as. I presume, 
Nazis will be turned into slave laborers by their 
successors. 


But here is specific news about our. boys, our 


sons, Americans who are prisoners of war. The 
American Hod Cross says that more than "99 per 
cent of American prisoners 
of war 
will, return 


home." 
The press release of the American Red 
Cross says: 


"Much anxiety appears to have been caused in 


the United Slates by the lack of understanding of 
the difference between concentration camps and 
prisoner of war camps. The latter, so far as 
American and other Allied prisoners of war (except 
Soviet Russian) were concerned, enjoyed the pro- 
tection of the Geneva Convention. In spite of all 
their efforts, Swiss delegates of the International 
Red Cross were not permitted to visit the concen- 
tration camps for German and other European 
political prisoners and slave laborers. 
But they 


regularly visited prisoner of war camps 


' "The fact that over 99 per cent of our Ameri- 


can prisoners captured by Germany arc now re- 
turning home, and that the American Red Cross 
has been able to get a large volume' of relief sun- 
pucs to American and other Allied prisoners of 
war, is due in great part to the correct observance 
by the American Army of the Geneva Convention " 


Now, that is valuable news because no matter 


how deeply moved we may l>c about Germans or 
other Europeans whom the Naxis abused, we want 
to make absolutely and uncquivocably sure that 
no Americans are treated that way.' And when 
the American Red Cross assures us that 99 ner 
cent of the American prisoners of war are coming 
home, we can take their word for it. particularly 
as Maurice Pate, who is Director of Relief 
to 


Prisoners of War. is the sort 
Of individual who 


never says what he does not know to be so.

Russians Report

Berlin, June 6 W>—A high Rus 


sian military source said today a 
body found in Berlin had been 
Identified with . fair certainty as 
that, of Adolf Hitler. 


The body, smoke-blackened and 


charred, was one of four discov- 
ered in the ruins of the grcal 
underground fortress beneath the 
new Reichschancellory after thc 
fall of Berlin. These four bodies 
any one of which answered pretty 
well to Hitler's description, were 
removed and carefully examined 
by Russian army physicians. 


Ail were badly burned from the 


flamethrowers with which thc Ret 
Army soldiers finally cleared oul 
the underground command Posl 
where Hitler and his leading Nazis 
made their last ditch stand.

ler said they "like to be governed 
and live under some authority" 
and as a whole "don't like
